Such a satisfying feeling it is to say, ‘Well, THAT’S a 
good job well done!”’ 


But most of the good jobs do not STAY well done—be- 
cause the natural tendency of conditions is toward disintegra- 
tion.

Our Lions knew the dangers of that turn. They wished to 
prevent accidents and deaths. The erection of the neat warn- 
ing had been passed upon by agreement of club members and 
the expense of making and placing the sign had been paid for 
by them. 


And it now lies face down in the grass. It was no accident 
that reversed the protective impulse of these men of Menlo 
Park. No stormy wind or car out of control performed the act 
of destruction. Just plain vandalism was responsible. From 
posts still standing the sign was torn from its supports. And 
while the Lions may lament the despicable conduct of morons 
this will not restore their valuable road sign, which of course 


they will soon replace.

“During the six years of its existence, our organization has 
gradually built up and almost completed the necessary Train- 
ing School and kennel plant near San Rafael. We depend en- 
tirely on memberships to meet the operating costs.”’

Claims Church

Congestion

the Planning Commission Monday 
night, protesting construction of the 
$180,000 Baptist Church on the pro- 
posed one-acre location. 

They generally objected to the 
traffic congestion they thought the 
church would cause, and asked the 
Planning Commission to insist that 
it be built elsewhere, “in the district 
where churches are already located.” 

Carlson contended that churches 
should be scattered throughout the 
community, just as much as schools. 
Small children often are sent to 
the closest one, he pointed out, both 
for Sunday School and for week day 
activities, and the western area of 
the city has no church at present. 

He added that churches serve not 
only their own congregations, but 
the entire community. 

The petitioners lsted eight ob- 
jections to the church location: 

(1) Santa Cruz Ave. is now a main 
artery serving Menlo Park and de- 
veloped land beyond the city limits. 
It also carries heavy traffic on Sun- 
days to and from Searsville Lake 
and picnic grounds on Portola Road. 
Traffic on Santa Cruz avenue will 
increase rapidly as the several large 
subdivisions along the thoroughfare 
are developed. The present con- 
gestion in front of the Presbyterian 
Church on the improved portion of 
Santa Cruz avenue on Sunday morn- 
ings demonstrates why it is poor 
planning to locate a church on this 
main artery. 

(2) Even if the proposed church 
on Santa Cruz avenue provides off- 
street parking facilities, there sitll 
would be serious congestion on Sah- 
ta Cruz avenue as demonstrated on 
Sunday mornings in front of the 
Catholic Church on Oak Grove ave- 
nue. 

(3) Heavy traffic on Santa Cruz 


avenue would cause members of the
